Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-28, 34, 35, 37-41 , 43, 69 and 70 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The independent claims recite specific limitations to define a system where 
products are displayed. Matsuzaki et al. shows the closest prior art with a graphical 
means for displaying products and product options. However, the claim language 
includes two feature which distinguish the invention from the prior art. These features 
are having a different mechanism for showing the customer potential product 
malfunctions and linking the claimed invention to the tool and machine part industry. 
Trying to modify Matsuzaki to meet these limitations would destroy the Matsuzaki 
reference. 

The April 6 th ' 1998 Business Wire article shows an NPL reference of interest. 

The Ito reference shows a foreign reference of interest.
